INTRIGUING INNOVATIONS 


OME major changes in design are indicated by the 
range of new American cars for 1951, examples of 
which have been exhibited at recent Continental 

shows. Automatic transmissions are still the subject of 
much further development and change, whilst in engine 
design, which reveals the greatest variation from accepted 
American practice, the V eight is being favoured, overhead 
valves have made distinct headway, and “square” or even 
short-stroke power units are appearing. 

Most of these changes were forecast in The Autocar of 
June 2,9 and 16, 1950, in a series of articles “The Ameri- 
can Scene,” following a visit to Detroit factories by G. 
Geoffrey Smith, M.B.E., after the New York Show. 

Not only are the specifications of some of the latest

models individually interesting, but also, when they are 
considered collectively, they indicate certain trends which 
are somewhat unexpected, and which are rather at variance 
with the European outlook. At the same time in certain 
respects European and American engineers seem to be fol- 
lowing identical, or at least converging, paths. 

Undoubtedly one of the most interesting features of the 
new models is the decline of the eight-in-line engine in 
favour of the V eight. Ford, of course, has long cham- 
pioned the V eight, the advantages of which include a 
shorter overall length, and a corresponding increase in the 
rigidity of the block-cum-crankcase casting, and of the 
crankshaft and camshaft. But Studebaker and Chrysler 
have both introduced V eight-engined 1951 models, Stude- 
baker in place of a six and Chrysler in place of an eight-in- 
line, while already there were the Oldsmobile and Cadilla 
V eights from General Motors, and it must be said that the 
performance of the Rocket V eight engine for which W. F 
Kettering was responsible has made a great impression in 
the U.S.A 

It might be suggested that the changes are primarily 
sales policy. It might also be suggested that present world 
political and economic conditions are not such as to favour 
the introduction of radically new models, but in this respect 
it must be remembered that the new models making their 
appearance now were certainly designed and planned many 
months ago before the international political situation had 
deteriorated 
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Ameriea?

Apparently, therefore, technical reasons are responsible 
for the new designs. But American cars have always been 
large and commodious, and it can hardly have been the need 
for still more passenger space which has influenced de- 
signers to adopt the shorter and more compact V eight. 
Indeed, the reason appears to lie rather in the desire to 
reduce the overall length of the car, for in American pub- 
licity the points are made that the Studebaker Commander 
has had the overall length reduced from 17ft 3jin to 
16ft 5}in, the wheelbase being 9ft 7in, and that the weight 
is also less by 205Ib. 


Cars for Congestion 


There does, in fact, seem to be a tendency in the U.S.A. 
to recognize that shorter cars are more easily handled in 
congested traffic conditions, which accords well with the 
European outlook. It is worthy of note, however, that the 
importance of saving weight is beginning to be recognized 
by U.S. designers, especially when it is considered that 
American cars have for long been remarkable for having 
unusually good power-weight ratios. 

Apart from the engineering angle there are, however, 
other considerations. The lower-mounted, compact, V 
eight engine should enable a lower and shorter bonnet line 
to aid visibility from the driving seat, but strangely enough 
as regards bonnet height this has been rather ignored by 
American designers hitherto. In fact, the Chrysler V eight 
has the same overall height as its in-line predecessor of 
1950, i.c., 36in from the bottom of the sump to the top of 
the air cleaner. This results from the layout of the induc- 
tion manifold between the two banks of cylinders, with the 
dual downdraught carburettor above it, carrying the large 
air cleaner. In fact, no attempt appears to have been made 
to reduce the overall engine height to lower the bonnet top 
in the interests of improved driver vision. 

In another important respect there is also agreement 
between European and U.S.A. practice, i.e., the move to- 
wards “ square” engines and away from long-stroke designs

impression of American power units following lines which 
converge on the European, for to “o.h.v.” and “V eight,” 
one must add the word “ square.” 

In the Cadillac and Oldsmobile V eight a different layout 
is adopted for the overhead valves, which are arranged side 
by side at a slight angle to the centre line of the cylinder 
As in other o.h.v. V eights, they are operated by push-rods 
from a single camshaft between the two banks of cylinders, 
and have short rockers in place of the longer rockers neces- 
sitated by inclining the valves at an angle to one another in 
a hemispherical head. The Rocket head uses a wedge- 
shaped combustion chamber, in fact, with a “squish” area 
to control detonation at one side, so that high compression 
ratios can be used. The sparking plugs are set at an angle 
alongside the valve gear cover and are thus freely exposed 
and readily accessible; they project into the combustion 
chamber at its deepest part, opposite to the “squish” area 

But not all the new 1951 models feature overhead valves 
x short strokes. For example, the 1951 De Soto has a new 
und larger six-cylinder engine of 87.3mm_ bore and 
114.3mm stroke, giving it a capacity of 4.1 litres. With,a 
compression ratio of 7 to 1, it develops 116 b.h.p. at 3,600 
r.p.m., and its specific output is, therefore, 28.3 b.h.p. per 
litre, which does not compare unfavourably with the 32.2 
ind 33.3 b.h.p. per litre of the new Studebaker and Chryslet 
».h.v. V eights. It should be noted, too, that its stroke- 
bore ratio is 1.3 to 1 as against 0.96 to 1 for the Studebaker 
and 0.95 to 1 for the Chrysler

From engines let us pass to transmissions. There we find 
complete divergence of design tendencies, for the U.S. is 
plumping enthusiastically for automaticity, with the aid of 
hydraulic torque converters and epicyclic gear trains. The 
British outlook was summed up by Mr. L. P. Lord in reply- 
ing to a speech by the Minister of Supply at a M.LR.A. 
occasion, when he said, apropos of a hint by the Minister 
that British manufacturers should go in for automatic trans- 
missions, that we could fot afford to pay more for the gear 
box than for the engine 

There is sound technical reasoning to back up the pro- 
duction cost angle voiced by the Austin chief. Amzrican 
cars have ample horse power available, and can afford to 


Owing to the short stroke the Chrysler crankshaft has con 

necting rod journals which overlap the main bearing journals 

to a considerable degree, which results in a shaft of great 

stiffness. Six large counterweights are used to give a high 

degree of balance and the shaft is carried in five bearings in 
the five reinforcing webs of the crankcase 


waste some of it. The small and medium-sized cars for 
which this country is famous have not such a reserve of 
power and demand transmissions of high efficiency. The 
fact is that hydraulic torque converters, when converting 
terque, have an efficiency of around 88 per cent. The power 
lost appears as heat in the operating fluid, which explains why 
coolers appear in some of the designs, while in others an 
air current is circulated round the torque converter casing 
by vanes and ducts. 

Chrysler engineers have adopted the torque converter 
on the V eight model, although they remain true to the old 
love, fiuid coupling and semi-automatic gear box, on less 
powerful and less expensive cars. The torque converter has 
tour elements and gives a multiplication of torque of 2.34. 

When it comes to stopping the car there is convergence 
again between U.S.A. and European outlooks, to the extent 
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that brake fade is a common problem, and a solution is 
being sought by similar means, that is, by improving the 
chances for rapid heat dissipation. America, as represented 
by Chrysler, is developing the disc brake. Great Britain, as 
represented by Jaguar, is following another line, however, 
two-trailing shoes being adopted for maximum consistency, 
and applied by vacuum servo mechanism to make up for the 
lost self-wrapping tendency of two-leading shoes 

Apart from the advantages claimed for disc brakes, which 
were dealt with in The Autocar of December 15, 1950, the 
Chrysler disc brake now has forced air cooling by means of 
a one-piece steel impeller with 20 blades. This is attached 


to the wheel discs by spring clips and a gap between the 
wheel rim and the wheel cover assembly, together

Of course, the American tendency to use smaller wheels 
and larger section tyres is adding considerably to the diffi 
culties of the brake fade problem.

SCREEN WASHING 


A TRULY clean windscreen has always 
41 been desirable, especially for night 
driving, but modern sloping screens make 
cleanliness more desirable than ever, for 
unpleasant reflections in such screens are 
greatly increased by dirt. Screen sprays 
are therefore becoming popular 

One of good design—the Tex—comes 
from Magnatex, Ltd., Bath Road, Har 
lington, Middlesex.

SHAMPOO AND SHINE 


A LTHOUGH the country dweller may 

successfully clean a car with plain 
water, those in large towns find a deter- 
gent helpful to remove film.

Today, however, this engine is producing more power than 
originally, in a car appreciably lighter in total weight than the 
Sixteen and yet geared higher than that car was, with benefit 
in ease of c speed, and giving a higher maximum speed. 

The A.70 Hereford is, indeed, a “ goer,” a car capable of 
high average speeds and one in which a big day’s mileage 
could be made, if required. It is very quickly up to the 60 
m.p.h. range and does not want much road in which to see 
a genuine 70, whilst a full 80 mp.h. can be obtained on 
level ground, and probably a little more given enough room. 
There is real urge in the acceleration. The gears can be 
used to good effect, but also the engine is quite pleasantly 
flexible on top gear and is not felt as a four-cylinder except 
when picking up from the lowest speeds, when there is a 
reminder of this unit’s quite high torque. 

Cruising speed can be 65-70 m.p.h., and the engine pulls 
very strongly on top gear, taking average gradients in its 
stride. Very little need arises for gear changing in average 
country, except as a means on occasion of obtaining the ut- 
most from the car. It can then pull out a quite considerable 
performance in a getaway. Third gear is adequate for a hill 
of 1 in 6, and second gear would cope with any but the 
most severe kind of gradient, leaving first as an emergency 
climbing ratio, though it is noticeable that starting from rest 
is best effected on first, second feeling a shade high for this 
purpose. The three upper ratios are fairly close, the A.70’s 
commendable power-to-weight ratio permitting rather un- 
usual gearing for what is essentially a family type of saloon 
of the modern kind. 

This car cannot be described as quiet when made to give 
a good share of its high performance, and there was a small 
vibration at about 40 m.p.h. on the overrun on this particular

car. Generally, however, the engine smooths out very well, 
as the speed rises above a crawl, and it provides a highly 
satisfactory form of swift transport. It did not pink on low- 
octane Pool petrol, and was not prone to running on. It 
gives the impression of being a rugged unit capable of doing 
much hard work without distress. It holds a generous quant- 
ity of oil (133 pints—7.80 litres),-circulated at quite high 


pressure through a lubrication system which includes a full- 
flow filter with renewable element. 

The car handles well and can be cornered quite fast with- 
out any marked roll. The suspension (independent in front, 
by coil springs) takes shock well, does not transmit much 
vertical motion and gives a comfortable ride to all occupants. 
It travels well over surfaces corresponding to pavé as found 
in northern Europe, but over such surfaces it rides noisily 
through reverberations set up within the pressed steel 
structure 

The steering is refreshingly high geared for quick, posi- 
tive control that helps enormously to make the car feel safe 
at all times; it has good castor action and does not transmit 
shocks from the road wheels. Some drivers may feel that it

Twin horns give a powerful note and are conveniently 
operated by a full ring on the steering wheel, in the centre of 
which is now embodied a decorative crest enclosed within 
transparent plastic, a touch which is new for Austins and 
which is repeated also on the front of the car. The roof 
light could well give more brilliant illumination of the in- 
terior. Instruments are grouped centrally and include an 
ammeter as well as an oil pressure gauge. The head lamps

Cold starting was immediate after the car had stood out 
overnight in chilly and damp weather and it quickly settled 
to steady pulling with little use of the choke. The patented 
no-loss radiator filler cap is an excellent feature of Austins; 
water level does not go down even by a quarter-inch in days, 
with the result that precious anti-freeze solution will not be 
lost. 

In general the A.70 is seen after 800 miles of varied driv- 
ing on this occasion as an outstanding example of good 
present-day value in the modern type of all-purpose car with 
comfortable seating for four or five, compact in overall 
dimensions and therefore not awkward to accommodate 
in the average size of private garage, capable of going really 
fast and not proving unduly expensive to run.

OW that 1951 is well under way the time is ripe for a 
quick survey of the probable trend of competitive 
motoring during the season.

Tump is almost irresistible, and Devanden has an outlandish 
sound with magnetism behind it. 

We climbed up from A48—the Severn Estuary road—to 
Coleford, and the climb was full of promise for the top. 
At first it was steady, through hardwood forest with oak 
predominating ; a gracious, turf-edged route with only one 
jarring note—W.D. notices warning of gas. Gas! In such 
a scene. Those who seck out the beauty spots of Britain 
must agree that there is more than one meaning to the 
_title of Army of Occupation. 

Towards the top the climb stiffened (it reaches, I believe, 
1 in 6 at times) and the oaks gave way to conifers, the turf 
to rock ; then we were in Coleford, a dull little town which 
we were glad to leave for the south. 

Lacking Roman straightness, the road is none the less 
Roman. Glimpses to left and right suggest height and 
space, but not until St. Briavels does the first breathtaking 
spectacle confront you, and even here you must seek it out. 
Turn right at the church on the road to Bigsweir. 

This is a narrow lane which makes a long, steep descent 
into the Wye Valley, and the great bowl of scenery bears 
contemplation for many minutes ; it is the English pattern 
to perfection, for woodlands give it the English warmth, 
and you will note from the map that a conspicuous name 
down below is Llandogo station, to which reference can 
later be made. It is possible to turn at the second hairpin 
—the floor of the valley remains banned at this stage—and 
then you climb back again to St. Briavels, noting the re- 
mains of the moated castle. I hope you will not encounter 
the coach driver who met us just above the top hairpin. 
This lean and hungry-looking individual was determined 
to stand up for his rights, and planted his great vehicle 
solidly in the road, insisting that we should reverse into 
the blind and dangerous space of the hairpin ; had he re- 
versed ten yards upwards we could have squeezed by with 
little difficulty. His uncomprising demeanour made me 
resent having to carry out the manceuvre, and it was only 
thought for his housewife passengers, going home to lunch, 
which made me decide not to sit tight and tell him to do 
his damndest. 


Backbone Descent 


As the hills narrow under the pressure of the Wye and 
the Severn Estuary, the views to right and left become 
more frequent ; every side road takes you to the plateau’s 
edge. Finally the descent is made into Chepstow, and at 
this point the E stretches, distantly parallel, a great 
shining path of light up which the ships pass through the 
channel with the unattractive name of Slime Road. 

This is no point in the tour at which to stop for Chepstow, 
for now the contrast can be savoured of the valley from 
below. Cross the bridge, climb up through the town, and 
turn right immediately through the ancient gate. Before 
long you are jinking to and fro along the curves of the 
superbly scenic valley road. Why is it so beautiful? Why 
is this natural collection of woods, hills, river and clouds 
beautiful when a vista of slag-heaps is horrible? What 
magic quality has green that slate-grey lacks? The ques- 
tion always puzzles me, and I am not convinced that man 
derives his standards from his ancestors. Is this ability 
to differentiate the divine touch that singles mankind out 
from the earth’s creatures?

Towards Monmouth the valley widens out, and we took 
a confusing route through the town (the by-pass was closed) 
including a Halt sign whose disregard was, apparently, 
permissible for the time being, although I felt that it raised 
a nice point of law. Take A4o to the west out of the town, 
and then turn left for Trelleck 

The steep, long climb up into the hills provides, I think, 
the most vast view of the trip. Far to the west are the 
Welsh mountains, the Brecon Beacons easily identifiable 
It is another spot for contemplative survey. Behind that 
blue-mauve curtain of distance are Ebbw Vale 
Rhondda, and the tragic sentence, royally uttered, ‘‘ Some 
thing must be done,’’ comes back across the years i in the

surge of the wind. What a land of contrast Wales is; 
Snowdon and the Dinorwic quarries, Queen Street and Tiger 
Bay, in Cardiff, natural Llyn Ogwen and artificial Lake 
Vyrnwy, the Eisteddfod and magnificent rugby A 
fascinating country. 

The view remains until the forests shut in your car, and 
when they open out again it is to reveal the Wye Valley 
once more, on your left. Now the time is ripe for Cheps 
tow, a town on a hill that disappointingly misses being 
really attractive in spite of its age and layout. Down by 
the bridge the best view of the Wye is to be obtained, with 
a blackcloth of crags, tree-hung. Farther round the bend of 
the river, quite the most hideous of railway bridges hangs 
high above the water. Rowing boats are drawn up round 
The Back, a dreary quarter from which you are glad to 
escape, and up at the top of the town is the old gate, which 
you may now pause to examine. Its surroundings ring 
with the roar of heavy vehicles, Cardiff and Newport 
bound, as drivers change up after the halt at the arch, and 
it is a corner of pandemonium. But the old gate stands, 
stolidly handsome, and unmoved by the difficulties caused 
by its narrowness. 

The ancient walls of the town still exist, and its most 
conspicuous feature is, of course, the Norman castle, a 
substantial part of which still remains down on the river 
bank (1s entrance, Office of Works). Do stroll round the 
crumbling walls. The significance of the gradient will not 
become apparent, your interest being taken by the fine 
etch of decaying turrets against the sky, in the cracks of 
which the grass has taken a hold. A few stone steps help 
you up at the back of the castle, and you climb between the 
sheep, steadily cropping the turf alongside. Finally, there 
are a space and a rail, and a straggly bush or two. Over the 
rail is more space, down sheer to the water, and the icy 
finger of height terror traces a line down your vertebre as 
you realize it. In Norman days they built for impreg 
nability, and from this side there would be no need for 
boiling oil, or any other of the jolly devices reserved for the 
invader. Indeed, from any side the castle must have been 
difficult of attack, and you are reasonably thankful to find 
that, to enter, you are called upon only for a bob, and 
not to face missiles directed from the narrow slits in the 
mighty walls.

S with cars themselves, fashion 
plays a part in caravan design. 
Its principal dictate at the 
moment is the provision of an end- 
kitchen—regardless of whether the 
van is a 20-ft living type or a 12-ft 
ultra-light touring vehicle. In itself 
there is nothing wrong about the end- 
kitchen layout; but it has to be con- 
sidered in relation to a number of 
other features, both internal and ex- 
ternal. So it is with the placing of all 
the internal furnishings. What passes 
without question in a showroom can 
be very disappointing on a Cornish 
cliff-top. 

The accompanying drawing por- 
trays a hypothetical van on a typical 
field site, orientated in relation to the 
prevailing wind in Britain and the 
position of the sun. There are three 
main considerations (1) The meal table 
should catch the breakfast-time sun; 
(2) The door and stove should be on 
the lee side; (3) A maximum amount 
of room should be available for moving 
about, cooking and dressing. 

Reference to the drawing will show 
the importance of these points. For

instance, transfer the door to the oppo- 
site wall and imagine an end-kitchen. 
On a windy day cooking would then 
have to be done with the door shut, or 
the van would have to be turned 
through 180 degrees. If the van is 
turned, then breakfast must be eaten 
at the cold end while the delightful 
morning sun wastes its greeting on the 
sink and gas stove. With the door,

Instead, it is better to have it tucked 
away in a corner where, if only a half- 
door is fitted, a useful dressing-table 
can be made available. Dividing of 
the van is just as effectively done 
by the aid of a curtain hung from half- 
a-dozen hooks in the roof, and com- 
pletely removed during the day. The 
curtain is much lighter than a wooden 
partition and, if a van is to be a joy to 
tow, ounces must be watched. (An 
American aircraft designer once said 
that it was always desirable to “ simpli- 
cate and add more lightness.” His 
dictum is equally true of caravans.) 
Another feature much affecting com- 
fort on the site is the provision and 
convenience of stowage space. The 
bedding will go comfortably under the 
halves of a dinette—and, anyway, these 
two places can only be got at comfort- 
ably when the table is dismantled. 
The storage space under the other bed, 
however, is a snare and a delusion. A 
demonstration in an empty van makes 
it seem so easy just to lift the bed to 
take out or put in an article. On the

of bathing costumes, today’s paper, a 


fishing rod, a batch of books and a pile 


of plates. All these have to be re- 
moved before the bed can be lifted to 
give access to the space underneath. 
By all means have the bed hinged; but, 
in addition, doors should be fitted in 
the front panel. It is an added con- 
venience, and an economy in space, 
if a portion of the room available is 
fitted with shelves or drawers. 

Lights and their positions can easily 
make or mar one’s comfort after sun- 
down. As an absolute minimum there 
must be one electric light connected to 
the car battery, with the switch situ- 
ated just inside the door. On arriving 
at a site after dark it is a great con- 
venience to be able to switch on imme- 
diately. This may sound elementary, 
yet there are many touring vans which 
have no provision for electric light and 
have only one gas-point. This latter 
arrangement means that one must 
scramble over the packages on the 
floor to light the gas—only to find, per- 
haps, that the mantle is broken and 
another one must be fitted by the aid 
of a torch. A number of vans, too, re- 
quire the gas cylinder to be taken out 
and connected from the exterior. This 
may have been a wise precaution in 
the days when butane was entirely 
odourless, but in these days a chemical 
smell is introduced which will betray 
the slightest leak. The gas cylinder 
should therefore be stowed inside the 
van and permanently coupled. The 
supply should be turned off at night 
and while towing. One gas-light there 


must be, in case the car battery is not 
available, but it should be put to the 
minimum use. 

Other electric points—not all to be 
used at once, it must be added—should 
provide for good illumination of the 
stove and sink and a dual-purpose plug- 
in lamp for use on the table and also 
as a bedside light. 

Windows, their positioning and size, 
can have a profound effect on caravan- 
ning comfort. Some vans make one 
wonder whether their designers think 
the window tax of 1697 is still in force. 
The first essential requirement is for 
big windows fore and aft, to provide 
a clear “ see- -through,” by which, with 
the aid of the car’s interior driving 
mirror, an eye can be kept on the road 
behind the van. 


Light to Work By 


These large windows at each end 
automatically ensure good illumination 
of the table. The next most important 
window is that over the stove and sink, 
where good lighting is very necessary, 
while a good-sized roof light, plus a 
window in the top half of the door, 
helps to give a nice sunshiny and airy 
atmosphere to the interior. 

Washing-up has to be done, so let us 
see that the arrangements are as 
efficient as is possible to make them. 
A small sink-bowl which tapers too 
sharply to the drain-hole prevents 
dinner plates from touching the 
bottom. On the other hand, an over- 
large bowl with square corners and a 


continued 


near-flat bottom requires too much 
water—all of which has to be fetched 
and heated. Obviously, something be- 
tween the two extremes is required. 
The draining board which opens out 
over a bed is an abomination. This 
is especially so in the absence of coam- 
ing or gullies round the edges to lead 
the water back into the sink. Another 
weak point in the design of these 
boards is the employment of smooth 
aluminium without any cross-ribs. If 
this type is set at a sufficient angle for 
the water to drain off then the crockery 
will probably follow; decrease the 
angle t6 save the crockery and 
the water drips over the sides and on 
to the bed. An easy way of making the 
best of a bad job is to lay a piece of 
cloth over the board—this has the dual 


One final point: It does occasionally 
rain in Britain, and consequently there 
are wet mackintoshes to be hung some- 
where. The most convenient place is 
just inside the door—well away from 
the beds. A row of hooks —— a 
waterproof outside wall of the ward- 
robe would be a blessing. 

The foregoing hints concern points 
which it is desirable for inexperienced 
buyers to watch; they are not criti- 
cisms of specific vans. Every caravan 
is a compromise dictated by price, 
weight, size and purpose. The 
majority of those from good construc- 
tors are most elegant and comfortable 
—but unfortunately there are others. 
Avoid them.

Modern Dilemma 
[63240.}—Help! Help! Having read the article on Pinking 
(March 9) and the Correspondence on “revving-up,” my 
brain has received a “ squish” of knowledge and a perfect turbu- 
lence of thought which cannot escape from the head until some 
bright spark fires the answers to points which have been troubling 
me. 

My new Sunbeam-Talbot 80 suffers from running-on and as 
it is fitted with an automatic choke the only way to prevent 
running-on is to rev up hard before switching off. At the 
moment I am torn between two evils. Should I rev up and 
increase the cylinder wear, or should I let it run-on and perhaps 
risk a bent con-rod ? 

One of the strange features of this case is that the engine will 
run-on far more readily after a trip of 40 miles or so than a 
longer trip of 150 miles. Quite often it will not run-on at all 
after a long run! 

I should be extremely grateful if some of your technical 
readers could set my mind at rest and explain this, and why 
revving-up should prevent it. Surely the engine is more liable 
to hot-spots after a longer trip, and revving-up will make it even 
hotter?

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LIGHT TO GAUGE 
Precaution in Fitting Capillary Tube 


[63247.}—In regard to your advice to “K. M.” of Barnsley, 
Yorkshire, who wished to fit a gauge in place of an oil-pressure 
warning light (January 12), it might be well to warn him of the 
danger of oil-line breakage and of the desirability of fitting a 
piece of flexible metal hose between the gauge (mounted on the 
facia) and the oi] outlet on the engine, to absorb the relative 
movement arising from the engine suspension. On many 
here in the States we fit an electric gauge with a diaphragm 
operated engine unit which reads in pounds per square inch but 
has no oil piping with its attendant hazards of breakage and loss 
of oil
